The invention defined by claims 28-32, 35-37 is clearly disclosed by each of citations D1-D4. Each of these 
citations discloses a key structure having a cylindrical body with radially extending projections arranged thereon : 
and a rotator arranged within the cylindrical body. Your attention is directed to figure 1 in Dl, figure 1 in D2, 
figure 4 in D3 and figure 1 in D4.

It is noted that the keys disclosed in citations D1-D4 are clearly capable of being used in the locks defined by the 
claims due to the presence of a cylindrical body having radial projections surrounding the rotator.
